| DEFENCE UF NAVAL BASES AND 
COALING STATIONS, 


In Parliamont. (House of Lords) on the 
Sth April, Lort Lansdowne, in moving the 
sycond reading of the Military Works 
(Money) Bill, oxplsined that tho measure 
authorised tho raising af a loan of 
£5,458,000 to defray the cost of important 
military warks and services undertaken 
primarily in the- intereste of the Navy. 
There could the said) be no doubt that it 
was of immenso importance that such 
places as Portsmouth,. Plymouth, and 
Cork, the Mersey, the Clyde, Dublin, and 
Belfast sheuld be properly defended, and 
that“naval bases and conling stationa at 
difforont points thrdughout tho Empire 
should be defended aguinst attacks from 
cruisers and torpeda beats, A portion 
of ‘the works contemplated had--ybeon 
inaccurately described as the fortitica- 
tion of — Londun, The ~ Government 
never contemplated surrounding the capital 
with uehain of first-class forts ; but they 
had acquired sites at certain. strategical 
points where light works could be rapidly 
thrown up, and it way proposod that at tho 
centros of seme uf those sites there should 
be orected suitably-defended buildings os 
stores for the tools and rosurve ammunition 
of the troops.- Lord Spencer heartily 
endorsed what had fallen from the Seere- 
tary of State for War as to the necessity of 
making our coaling stations and groat naval 
bases buth at home and in the’ Colonies 
strong cnuugh to resist attacks from hostile 
cruisers ; and ho was especially glad that 
the Government now proposed to improve 
tho defensive works at Hongkong—a point 
of vast importance jo Buitish naval and 
commercial intefert in the Fir East.—The

ACCIDENT TO-THE MOYUNE. 

The steamship Moyune, Captain Kemp, 
belonging te the Clina Mutual Steamship 
Navigation Company, ran ashore at 6 a.m. 


on J4th April, while in a disahted state 
near St. Catheriuo’s Point, in che Isle of 
Wight. A heavy sea, with a strong south- 
westerly wind, with drizzling min, prevail- 
ed ot the time. the vessch grounded ida 
most dangerous position, and the tirst tele- 
grams intimated that unless tho weather 
moderated she would be » total lo For- 
tunately these reports appear to have been 
exuggerated. 

The Moyne, a vessel of 4,646 tons, 
built by D. and W. Henderson in 1895, 
to replace the older vessel uf the same 
nang, sold tothe Jnpanceo at the tinie of 
tho war, came to grief with her muchinery: 
The cuastguards' attention was directed to 
her by tho firing of guns at sea about three 
v'clock, and then they saw she was carrying 
three red lights, one ubove the other, 
indicating that she had lost control of 
herself. Sho waa drifting shorowards, and 
a strong aouth-westerly wind was helping 
the tloud tide to carry the ship towards the 
shore. She dropped her anchor and 
dragged it some three ‘hundred yards. 
The ongine had given out owing 
toa mishap to an eccentric and intermediate 
valve, but the engineer reported that 
‘the engines would work onough tu ateam 
away froin the danger. It was found, huw- 
ever, that the machinery would not do its 
work, and the tide carried. the hego vessel 
into Uastle-haven, where she struck. Tho 
rocket apparatus was brought to the beach, 
and the first discharge was effective. The 
Cuptain’s wife came ashore on the line, and 
then her child was brought in the arms of 
the mute. Five Chincse belonging to the 
crew next camo ashore, but retumed to the 
ship. The captain.did not leave her. By 
six the sea awept ber decks, causing her tu 
tremble from.stem.to stern, At low tide 
she could be reached within a fow feet frou 
the beach, and at high water a stono could 
easily ba thrown on her deck. Her engines 
were suficiently repaired for an attempt 
to’ be made between six.and seven in the 
morning to back out, but without success. 
Sevoral tugs arrived during tha forenoon, 
but then the tide had fallen. On its return 
tha tuga were attached to’ the ship, and 
before the sea had reached ita highest 
succeeded in clearing her from the bed on 
the rocks, Sho waa freed betwoon 7 and 8 
P.M. and taken round to Cowes for examin- 
ation. If this proves satisfactory she will 
probably leave for -Glasgow this after- 
noon. = 

The Moyune has just discharged her last 
homeward cargo, and wason her way round 
from London, in water ballast, to Glasgow 
and Birkenhead to go on the loading berth 
outwards, There ecoma to ba no doubt 
that she has had a very narrow escape of 
being a total losa—a misfortune that has
